DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an 
application filed in Korea on October 17, 2003. It is noted, however, that applicant has 
not filed a certified copy of the 10-2003-0072520 application as required by 35 
U.S.C. 119(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Nakamura (US 5,954,159). 

Nakamura discloses a tensioner comprising: a plunger (10) in a cylinder (40), an 
oil pump (19) supplying oil from an oil pan (25), and a reservoir tank (35) for preserving 
oil, the tank is integral (see Figs 3 and 4) with the block (8, 2), an oil hole (39) is higher 
than the cylinder (see Fig 4), and in an end in an opposing direction of the plunger (see 
Fig 4).
